An 
additional appointment may be 
made from the Pontoon Beach 
Public Water District Board, he 
‘said.

“commission, a lot of time can be

The commission will function 
in accord with state statutes and 


operate similar to a zoning*com- 
mission by making recommenda- 
tions to the Village Board of 
Trustees, Whitsell said. 

“The way I see it, the develop- 
er can meet with the commis- 
sion, which then recommends 
certain actions to the board (of 
trustees),”” he said. >

After six tries, animal control issue still undecided

GRANITE CITY Animal 
control came before the City 
Council six separate times Tues: 
day night, ut nothing was 
changed at the meeting. The 
control task- remains the 
part-time responsibility of sani- 
tation workers. 

A proposed ordinance altering 
the structure, fees and fines of 
an Animal Control Department, 
amended to read Humane 
Department, failed to reach final 
passage. The 
council then vot- 
ed not to place 
it on first read- 
ing, either. 

The ordi- 
mance, brought 
in by 4th Ward 
Alderman Dan 
Fortney: as ne 
addition to his 
proposed cre- Sharon Perjak 
ation of animal control officer 
and assistant animal control offi- 
cer positions, lost his support 
after the name change. = 

‘The plan creating the new 
positions, placed on first’ reading 
two meetings ago and the cause 
of an abrupt end to the last 
meeting, came up for final pas- 
sage_again — and lost. 

At last week’s council meet- 
ing, debate on its final- passage 
was still going strong when time 
ran out. 

Debate resumed, and Partney 
gave other aldermen a fact sheet 
Showing it, was possible for ine 
proposes lepartment to pay for 
Feel within the-first year, based 
on the fees and fines he pro- 
poses.

three animals. And I don’t 
believe it,” Perjak said. 

Seventh Ward Alderman Jeff. 
Worthen said the council had 
used sound rgasoning when—it 
established dual duties for 
humane department-sanitation 
department workers and that 
any animal contro] personnel 
should also be available to help 
with sanitation whenever their 
workload lightened. 

“I'd rather see us hire one or 
two more sanitation workers and 
keep the dual availability,” Wor- 
then said. ‘‘What is reaily 
needed is a full-time assistant 
inspector. Then we could catch 
up on business licenses and oth- 
er things. If we are going to 
spend money to hire someone we 
should utilize it for the best pur- 
pose and get the most out of the 
person. ; 

“There are ways to get both 
objectives done. We can move 
people back into the humane 
department by increasing the 
efficiency of the city inspector.’”

Approximately 40 associates 
and volunteers of St. Elizabeth 
-Medical Center, 2100 Madison 
ave., were among thousands of 
citizens who rallied at Spring- 
field on April 20, 

The gathering called for actioh 
on ‘the single most critical 
health gare issue facing the 
state’ funding of the Medic- 
~aid progxam. 

“We gathered at the Capitol to 
call attention _to. this statewide 
: problem,’ Ted Eilerman, 
+ president of SEMC. 

- Carrying signs reading, ‘‘St. 
beth Medical Center. Sup- 
Quality Care for the 
SMC group rallied 
the Capitol building with 
2,000 other hospital-suppgfters 

- from throughout the state:~ 
- - “We needed to have a large 
rnout like this to give the leg- 
s an-idea of the problems 
spitals throughout Ulinois -are 
facing with Medicaid funding 


and the slow payment problems: 
I’m very pleased with the rally,” 
said_Paul Raczkiewicz, SEMC 
executive vice president. 

Gov. James R. Thompson 
spoke to the group, Saying legis- 
lators must make ard choices, 
not empty promises,’ on the 
issue of health care for the poor. 
He rejects ‘‘solutions’’ that do 
not pinpoint sources of additional 
revenue. 

“The legislators I heard speak 
seemed to be sympathetic to the 
problems we face,’’ Raczkiewiez 
said. ‘‘I’m hopeful they will take 
some action to resolve the Med- 
icaid funding crisis."’ . 

The state announced April 18 
it_could_not_reimburse--pharma- 
cies and other health service 
agencies for Medicaid cases 
until July; the beginning of the 
new fiscal year. However, it was 
announced at the rally that addi- 
tional money may be appropriat- 
ed for these bills. 


“SEMC. currently has about 
$3.3 million in accounts receiv- 
able due to delayed Medicaid 


a significant amount 

for this medical cen- 
ter. Medicaid patients are about 
18 percent of our business,” said 
Bob Mackin, SEMC director of 
planning. 

Hospitals need the Medicaid 
reimbursements to meet their 
payroll and purchase supplies 
For some, this is the only way 
they can keep their doors open 
To the poor, it was emphasized. 

““We’ve done as much we can 
with the money available,’’ Gov 
Thompson said, calling fora tax 
increase. “It’s time to invest 
more in ourselves and in Illi- 
nois. 

SEMC has found both Sen.

Later, Dow sold 
the sale and distribution rights 
to Masonry Systems Internation- 
al
